To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  second  annual  report  on 
the  Health  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Kirkby  which  is  for  the 
year  1959. 

This  is  the  first  report  to  cover  a period  of  twelve  months  and 
therefore,  it  is  not  possible  to  make  a precise  comparison  with  my 
report  for  1958  which  covered  a period  of  only  nine  months. 

Last  year  I stated  that  in  considering  the  vital  statistics  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  population  of  Kirkby  was  not  only  extremely 
youthful  but  also  exceedingly  fertile.  The  same  position  still  obtains 
and  is  particularly  evident  in  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates,  as  well 
in  the  death  rates  relating  to  diseases  more  common  amongst  those 
in  the  latter  part  of  life. 

In  consequence  not  only  has  the  population  increased  following 
continued  over-spill  from  Liverpool  but  during  the  year  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  was  1,226. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  37  per  thousand  live  births  although 
above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  cannot  be  regarded  as  entirely 
unsatisfactory  in  view  of  the  very  high  birth  rate  and  the  many  social 
problems  encountered  by  some  of  the  families  moving  into  the  district. 
Nevertheless,  this  high  infant  mortality  rate  presents  a challenge 
to  everyone  to  effect  a marked  reduction  in  the  immediate  future. 

I am  particularly  happy  to  report  that  no  maternal  death  occurred 
during  the  year,  a tribute  to  the  domiciliary  midwives,  the  local 
general  practitioners  and  the  maternity  hospitals,  concerned  with  the 
1,432  births  registered  during  the  year.  In  particular,  I would  like  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  which  had  a par- 
ticularly busy  year  and  which  owing  to  difficulties  in  recruitment, 
was  under-staffed  during  the  whole  period. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  illegitimacy  rate  2.65  per  cent  is 
almost  half  that  of  England  and  Wales  (5.1  per  cent). 

Infectious  diseases  presented  no  real  problem  during  the  year. 
Sporadic  cases  of  dysentery  reported  from  various  parts  of  the  district 
were  mild  in  type  but  created  a definite  nuisance  value.  Four  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  notified,  three  of  which  were  of  the  paralytic  type. 
No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

A further  reference  to  tuberculosis  will  be  found  in  the  body  of 
the  report  but  at  this  point  I would  like  to  make  reference  to  the 
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Liverpool  Mass  Radiography  Campaign  organised  by  the  City  of  Liver- 
pool and  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board,  a detailed  account  of 
which  is  to  be  found  in  the  joint  report  made  by  both  these  bodies. 

Owing  to  the  very  high  number  of  tuberculous  patients  re-housed 
from  Liverpool  in  Kirkby,  it  was  decided  to  place  a Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit  at  the  Southdene  Hall,  Southdene,  Kirkby,  from 
the  9th  to  the  20th  March. 

It  can  be  said  that  the  residents  of  Kirkby  arose  to  the  occasion 
in  no  uncertain  manner  and  at  the  end  of  the  period  9,846  persons  had 
been  X-rayed. 

Apart  from  the  excellent  and  willing  help  which  was  received  from 
the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Liverpool  Public 
Health  Department,  the  Lancashire  County  Health  Department  made 
itself  responsible  for  the  bulk  of  the  propaganda  used  locally  and  the 
personal  interest  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  played  a 
large  part  in  the  final  success  of  this  venture. 

Much  could  be  said  concerning  the  help  received  from  many  other 
sources  and  in  particular  from  head  teachers  and  their  staffs,  who  in 
conjunction  with  the  school  children,  played  a vital  part  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  propaganda  leaflets.  Most  heartening  was  the  spontaneous 
help  given  by  voluntary  workers  in  ensuring  the  smooth  working  of  the 
arrangements  for  handling  members  of  the  public  attending  the  Unit. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  Aberdeen  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Unit  who  worked  throughout  the  fortnight  with  great 
enthusiasm  and  who  made  a very  great  impression  on  all  who  were 
privileged  to  work  with  them.

My  report  shows  that  once  again  particular  attention  has  been 
paid  to  food  hygiene  throughout  the  district.  Shops,  school  canteens, 
factory  canteens,  food  factories  and  of  course  mobile  food  shops  all 
received  their  share  of  attention.  With  the  full  co-operation  of  all 
concerned  lectures  were  arranged  at  various  canteens.  Successful 
legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  seven  food  traders  for  food 
hygiene  offences  and  the  sale  of  unsound  food. 
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I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  received  from  Mr.  Winstanley,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  from  Mr.  Byron,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  from  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee.

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In  addition  to  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  shown  above  there 
were  155  cases  of  pulmonary  and  8 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis transferred  into  Kirkby  from  Liverpool. 

The  112  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  1959  showed  a marked  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
However,  of  these,  74  were  notified  immediately  after  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Campaign.  Taking  this  into  account  the  incidence  rate  of  2.35 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
0.54,  cannot  be  regarded  as  unduly  excessive. 

On  December  31st,  1959,  there  was  a total  of  1,201  names  on  the 
tuberculosis  register,  all  of  whom  are  under  the  continued  observation 
of  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors. 

Many  of  these  cases  are  in  fact  quiescent,  but  are  retained  on  the 
register  for  a period  of  two  to  five  years,  surveillance  being  continued 
until  the  Chest  Physician  is  satisfied  the  disease  is  completely 
arrested. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  only  a very  small  percentage  of  those 
on  the  register  are  in  fact  infectious  and  every  care  is  taken  to  ensure 
that  no  spread  of  infection  occurs  from  known  infected  cases.  The 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  visit  all  cases  and  also  act  as  a link 
between  the  patient  and  the  Chest  Clinic. 

As  an  additional  safeguard  all  contacts  of  new  cases  are  X-rayed 
and  if  necessary  given  protective  vaccination. 

Tuberculin  testing  of  senior  school  children  is  now  being  carried 
out  as  a routine  measure  and  where  necessary  B.C.G.  vaccination  is 
carried  out.  Those  not  requiring  vaccination  are  X-rayed  to  ensure 
that  there  is  no  actual  chest  condition  present. 

The  transfer  into  the  area  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  of 
course  high — 163  during  the  whole  of  1959,  compared  with  153  during 
the  last  9 months  of  1958.  • 

Notwithstanding  this  high  number  of  transfers  there  is  nothing 
at  the  moment  to  indicate  that  the  incidence  of  new  cases  is  unduly 
excessive  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  other  areas.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  During 
the  year  an  additional  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  was  purchased.  This 
vehicle  acts  as  a relief  when  one  of  the  other  vehicles  is  off  the  road. 
In  this  way  the  possibility  of  one  of  the  “ rounds  ” going  behind  is 
considerably  reduced.  More  often  than  not  all  vehicles  are  on  the  road 
and  the  additional  vehicle  is  then  used  for  collecting  bulk  quantities 
of  salvage  and  bulk  trade  refuse  from  factories.  The  latter  being 
carried  out  on  repayment. 

Reference  has  been  made  earlier  to  the  collection  of  salvage.  This 
service  started  during  the  current  year  under  review,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  sale  of  salvage  will  result  in  an  income  of  approxi- 
mately £1,000  during  1960.  It  is  hoped  that  the  amount  of  salvage 
collected  and  the  income  derived  therefrom  will  increase  considerably 
during  the  coming  years. 

It  is  important  to  realize  that  the  collection  of  salvage  in  this  way 
is  part  of  the  refuse  collection  service.  Any  paper,  cardboard,  etc., 
which  is  not  collected  would  otherwise  be  disposed  of  on  the  tip  and 
additional  available  tipping  space  occupied.  In  addition,  paper  disposed 
of  on  the  tip  is  easily  ignited  by  children,  giving  rise  to  the  additional 
hazard  of  fire. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  during  the  year  under  review  a twice- 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  at  all  schools,  main  shopping 
centres,  three  storey  fiats  and  the  Quarry  Green  Estate.  The  remainder 
of  the  district  is  subject  to  a regular  weekly  collection.  A considerable 
amount  of  liaison  has  taken  place  with  the  factories  on  the  Kirkby 
Industrial  Estate.  This  has  resulted  in  large  quantities  of  trade  refuse 
being  collected  from  factories  at  their  own  expense.  This  has  provided 
additional  work  for  the  staff  and  is  also  assisting,  to  a considerable 
extent,  in  the  general  process  of  tidying  up  the  Industrial  Estate. 

DISINFESTATION 

38  houses  were  treated  for  verminous  infestations.  In  addition 
householders  are  encouraged  to  carry  out  disinfestation  themselves 
on  a smaller  scale  and  are  supplied  with  suitable  insecticides. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

One  whole  time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Local 
Authority.  This  operator  has  been  properly  trained  and  has  attended 
a full  time  course  of  instruction  of  rodent  control  organised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  In  addition,  one  district 
public  health  inspector  and  one  trainee  inspector  have  attended  a 
similar  course.

(h)  The  usual  six  monthly  testing  and  treating  of  the  sewers  in  the  district  has  been 
carried  out,  and  except  for  one  small  infestation  in  the  Kirkby  Trading  Estate,  there 
is  a complete  freedom  of  infestation  in  the  sewerage  system.  The  sewer  treatment 
involved  155  manholes  and  375  visits. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1936-1957 

There  has  been  no  action  under  this  legislation  for  demolition  or 
closure  of  any  properties,  nor  have  any  clearance  areas  been  declared. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Liverpool  Corporation  demolished  4 old  cottages ; 
and  6 other  dwellings  have  been  the  subject  of  improvement,  including 
the  installation  of  water  closets.  I am  given  to  understand  that  a 
further  11  properties  are  to  be  “ improved  ” during  the  coming  year. 
Whilst,  as  stated  above,  there  has  been  no  official  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  considerable  repair  work  has  been  carried  out  on  both 
old  and  new  properties  as  a result  of  informal  action.  It  was  hoped 
that  a complete  survey  of  all  old  property  would  be  completed  during 
1959,  but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff  it  has  not  been  possible.  At  the 
time  of  writing  this  report  a survey  has  almost  been  completed  during 
the  current  year  and  reference  will  be  made  to  this  in  next  year’s 
report. 
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RENT  ACT,  1957 

There  have  been  no  applications  for  “ Certificates  of  Disrepair  ” 
during  the  year  under  review. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  AND  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

From  the  reports  and  observations  made  during  the  year  the 
emissions  of  smoke  from  factories  continue  to  show  a marked  reduc- 
tion in  density.  As  in  the  previous  year,  all  incidents  of  excessive 
smoke  were  investigated  and  Managements  interviewed.  There  has 
been  a very  marked  degree  of  co-operation  with  Managements  in  this 
matter.  During  the  year  two  “ notices  of  proposal  to  install  new 
boilers  ” were  received  and  duly  noted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  One  of  these  notices  was 
accompanied  by  full  details  of  the  equipment  involved  and  the 
Authority  formally  approved  the  installation  in  accordance  with  the 
above-mentioned  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

This  Authority  is  an  active  member  of  the  West  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  which  consists  of 
representatives  from  all  Merseyside  Authorities.  Your  representatives 
during  the  current  year  under  review  have  been  Mr.  J.  R.  Winstanley, 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Councillor  A.  Cook. 

The  prime  object  of  this  Committee  is  to  co-ordinate  the  smoke 
control  plans  of  the  Authorities  in  the  region.  This  function  has  a 
very  obvious  practical  advantage  and  ensures  that  the  smoke  control 
plans  of  the  constituent  Authorities  are  achieved  to  the  best  possible 
advantage. 

During  the  year  under  review  a Clean  Air  programme  for  the 
district  was  formulated  and  later  approved  by  the  full  Council. 

The  details  of  the  proposed  future  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  the 
related  Health  Committee  resolution  is  as  indicated  below.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  necessary  approval  to  the  programme  as  a whole  will  be  sought 
and  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
during  1960. 

Health  Committee  Minute  No.  699  dated  the  14 th  December,  1959: 
RESOLVED  that:— 

(1)  Subject  to  review  from  time  to  time  approval  in  principle 
to  be  given  to  the  provisional  areas  included  in  the 
Schedule  hereto  being  designated  as  Smoke  Control 
Areas. 

(2)  The  order  of  priority  be  areas  13,  14,  12,  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8,  9,  10  as  set  out  in  Schedule.  Area  No.  11  to  be  dealt  with 
in  conjunction  with  the  Fazakerley  area  (Liverpool  Cor- 
poration). 

(3)  A further  progress  report  hereon  to  be  submitted  in  six 
months’  time.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 


MILK  SUPPLY 

Since  1953  the  area  included  within  the  Urban  District  has  formed 
part  of  a “ specified  area.”  This  means  that  all  “ dealers  ” who  retail 
milk  in  the  district  must  sell  only  “ designated  milks  ”,  i.e.  Pasteur- 
ised, Sterilised,  or  Tuberculin  Tested. 

By  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  retail  supply  of  milk  within  this 
district  is  supplied  by  dairies  situate  outside  the  district,  using  the 
now  familiar  motorised  delivery  vans.  One  firm  has  established  a 
“depot”  on  the  Kirkby  Trading  Estate  to  which  all  delivery  vans 
return  daily. 

There  is  one  milk  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plant  within  the 
district  and  this  is  frequently  inspected  by  this  Department  and  also 
by  the  County  Sanitary  Officer,  who  for  the  time  being,  is  responsible 
for  the  sampling  of  milk  and  also  for  the  inspection  of  the  “heat  treat- 
ment” plant.  These  latter  functions  are  being  carried  out  by  this 
officer  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  their  capacity  of 
“Food  and  Drugs  Authority.”  It  is  anticipated  that  these  functions 
will  become  the  responsibility  of  this  Authority  sometime  after  the 
census  in  1961. 

During  the  year  under  review,  several  complaints  have  been 
received  by  the  office  concerning  the  delivery  of  milk  in  dirty  bottles. 
These  complaints  have  been  fully  investigated  in  collaboration  with 
the  neighbouring  Authorities  and  the  seriousness  of  such  conditions 
has  been  stressed  on  the  “dairies”  concerned.  On  the  other  hand  it  is 
only  fair  to  point  out  that  the  bulk  of  such  complaints  arise  in  the 
first  place  from  the  treatment  of  empty  milk  bottles  by  certain  mem- 
bers of  the  public.  It  is  obvious  from  observations  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment that  discarded  milk  bottles  are  found  in  all  sorts  of  places  prior 
to  returning  to  the  Dairies,  and  are  used  for  a variety  of  purposes. 
Through  the  medium  of  this  report  I would  appeal  to  the  public  to 
ensure  that  all  milk  bottles  are  rinsed  in  clean  water  immediately 
after  use  and  are  returned  to  their  milkman  as  soon  as  possible. 


ICE-CREAM 

Thirty-two  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

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These  samples  were  taken  from  street  trading  vehicles  and  from 
one  Ice-cream  Factory  situated  in  the  district. 

Ice-cream  is  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  in  order  to 
ascertain  its  general  bacteriological  standard  of  cleanliness.  It  is  not 
a test  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  any  particular  organism.  In  inter- 
preting these  results,  it  can  be  considered  that  grades  1 and  2 are  satis- 
factory. Samples  of  Ice-cream  continually  reported  as  grade  3 should 
be  the  subject  of  an  investigation,  whilst  on  the  other  hand  any  grade 
4 results  should  be  investigated  immediately.  The  necessary  investiga- 
tions have  taken  place  concerning  the  above-mentioned  grade  4 results. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  four  of  the  five  Methylene  Blue  grade 
4 results  were  obtained  from  retail  mobile  vendors  of  loose  ice-cream 
operating  within  the  area.  Investigation  of  the  source  of  manufacture 
in  the  neighbouring  Authorities  usually  indicates  grade  1 results  at 
the  factory.  It  follows  therefore  that  the  deterioration  of  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  of  the  ice-cream  results  from  the  distribution.  For  this 
reason  all  the  traders  involved  are  interviewed  and  the  importance 
of  food  hygiene  during  distribution  of  loose  ice-cream  is  stressed. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

Since  the  1st  January  a partial  survey  of  old  property  in  the  dis- 
tinct has  been  completed  and  it  is  now  estimated  that  there  are  24 
dwellings  with  privy  middens  and  a further  63  with  pail  closets.  It  is 
hoped  to  complete  the  survey  during  the  current  year  when  exact 
details  will  be  known.  As  a result  of  requests  sent  out  from  this  office 
a number  of  dwellings  have  been  provided  with  pail  closets  and  refuse 
bins  and  the  existing  middens  have  been  filled  in.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
use  of  many  more  middens  will  be  discontinued  during  the  year. 


STORAGE,  PREPARATION,  AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Once  again  it  was  considered  that  the  storage,  preparation  and  sale 
of  food  within  the  Urban  District  should  receive  the  urgent  attention 
of  the  Department  and  very  careful  continual  supervision  was  arranged 
for  food  premises.  462  visits  were  made  to  121  food  premises. 

With  the  exception  of  one,  the  fullest  co-operation  has  been 
received  from  the  occupiers  of  all  food  premises.  The  exception  referred 
to  was  successfully  prosecuted  in  the  early  part  of  this  year  (1960)  for 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Full  details  of  this 
prosecution  will  be  included  in  my  next  Annual  Report. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review  it  was  estimated  that 
there  were  200  mobile  traders  operating  in  the  district.  During  the 
year  717  inspections  were  made  of  201  mobile  food  hawkers.  Two  mobile 
food  hawkers  persistently  refused  to  improve  their  standards  and  were 
successfully  prosecuted. 

In  addition  one  of  the  mobile  ice-cream  hawkers  was  twice  success- 
fully prosecuted  for  the  unhygienic  operation  of  his  business.  A second 
mobile  ice-cream  hawker  was  similarly  successfully  prosecuted.  The 
details  of  these  prosecutions  are  shown  below.  Two  other  successful 
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prosecutions  were  instituted  during  the  year  for  sale  of  unsound  food 
from  mobile  food  hawkers,  the  details  of  which  are  also  shown  below. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  it  is  estimated  that  the  number 
of  mobile  food  hawkers  had  been  reduced  from  200  to  less  than  100.  The 
number  of  unsatisfactory  vans  was  also  considerably  reduced.  No 
doubt  this  was  partly  due  to  the  additional  static  shops  which  have 
been  provided  during  the  year.  I am  satisfied  that  the  efforts  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  were  also  instrumental  in  bringing  about 
these  improvements. 

The  attention  of  the  Department  was  also  focussed  on  the  operation 
of  all  large  canteens  attached  to  factories  in  the  area.  In  two  cases, 
at  the  request  of  the  management,  the  Canteen  Staff  were  given  a 
series  of  Food  Hygiene  Lectures  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
As  Members  will  realise,  this  type  of  public  health  work  is  to  be  en- 
couraged as  it  is  aimed  at  prevention  rather  than  cure.  Further 
lectures  have  and  are  being  given  during  the  current  year  (1960). 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  service  which  he  has  so  readily  pro- 
vided in  connection  with  the  above-mentioned  lectures.  Through  the 
medium  of  the  County  Health  Education  Department  this  Authority 
has  been  supplied,  at  very  short  notice,  with  the  necessary  films,  pro- 
jector and  operator.  This  has  formed  the  basis  around  which  the  lec- 
tures have  been  given.

These  foodstuffs  have  been  examined  at  the  request  of  the  traders 
owning  the  food.  The  owners  concerned  included  static  and  mobile 
shopkeepers  and  also  large  food  manufacturers.  In  one  case  a small 
quantity  of  food  was  found  to  be  unfit  by  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspector  during  a routine  visit.  This  was  subsequently  surrendered 
to  the  Inspectors  and  later  condemned. 

The  3 lb.  of  bacon  included  in  the  list  above  was  also  found  to  be 
unfit  during  a normal  inspection  of  a mobile  food  shop.  The  bacon  was 
seized  and  subsequently  condemned  by  a Local  Magistrate  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  9 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
The  trader  concerned  was  warned  that  any  repetition  of  this  kind 
might  lead  to  a prosecution.
